The vetoing by Governor Elliott W. 
Major of appropriations for public 
buildings at state institutions, to pre­ 
vent a deficit in the state treasury, 
means that the Missouri

ever possible and be cautious in draw­ 
ing on the public purse of the state.

27 years old, of 
3218 Henrietta street, was shot and in­

through a window which

forced with a file last night. 
The body of Mrs. McWilliams, who 
is the wife of John F. McWilliams, a 
railway mail clerk, was identified at 
the morgue by Mrs. James Shibley, of 
1733 Mississippi avenue. She told the 
police that she had known Mrs. Mc­ 
Williams for about three years. 
One of the bullets fired by Mrs. 
Thornburg struck

McWilliams 
in the forehead, entering between the 
eyes, penetrating the skull. 
The noise of the shots and the clang 
>f the ambulance bell attracted the 
ittention of little Dorothy McWilliams, 
1-year-old 
daughter

liams, who had been put to bed a few 
minutes before by the mother. 
The child ran into the street with 
inly her nightgown on and saw' tw'O 
patrolmen carrying the body of hoi 
mother to an ambulance at the curb 
The body had been covered with a 
dieet and the child did not see her 
mother’s face.

Busch had given $100,000 to the cam ­ 
paign fund. 
W ahrm und also said vir­ 
tually a1! the state new spapers were 
with the brew ery interests and most 
of the Texas congressm en as well as 
the state adm inistration were for the 
breweries. 
In another letter Adone w rote to a 
brew er friend 
th a t 
$1,000,000 
had 
been spent at prohibition elections in 
Texas since 1890. 
Tile 
letter 
con­ 
cluded by saying 
that 
if 
brew eries 
had not fought in county local option 
elections, 95 per cent 
cf 
the 
state 
would have been “dry” five years 
ago. 
Adone w rote bitterly 
of 
the 
waste of money, declaring that 80 per 
cent of campaign funds were wasted. 
The taking of evidence against the 
breweries is continuing over the pro­ 
test of the defendants, who have al­ 
ready pleaded guilty, accepted charter 
forfeitures and agreed to penalties 
amounting to nearly $300,000. 
Tile 
Dallas Brewing Co. refused to plead 
guilty and its case will come up in 
February. 
Reading of letters and reports into 
the record has been sanctioned by a 
ruling of Judge Pierson

No. 1317 crashed into St. Louis and 
San Francisco train No. 387 at Ga­ 
lena, Has., December 21, killing the 
fireman of the colliding engine and 
injuring twenty-eight passengers. The 
Frisco train was standing in the sta­ 
tion when it was struck.
